FAVORABLE. THERE HAS BEEN MUCH COMMENT ON ITS SINCERITY 
AS AN EARNEST OF THE NEW ADMINISTRATION’S RESOLVE TO

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PRESS THROUGH WITH CAMPAIGN PLEDGES. THERE HAS ALSO BEEN 
PRAISE FOR THE SKILL WITH WHICH THE SPEECH WAS ASSEMBLED

IMPORTANT UN CONCERN. SYG WALDHEIM IS REPORTEDLY "VERY

IN A YEAR'S TIME A CHAPTER VII DETERMINATION ON SOUTH

THUNBORG CONSIDERED INVESTMENT IN SOME WAYS MORE IMPORTANT 
THAN ARMS EMBARGO, AND SAID A UNILATERAL EC-9 AGREEMENT ON AN 
ARMS EMBARGO WAS LIKELY. BOTH BELIEVED THAT TOO STIFF 
LANGUAGE IN SC RESOS COULD BE COUNTERPRODUCTIVE, BUT

CHROME. HOWEVER, HE ADDED, "WE ARE VERY HAPPY THE USG HAS FULLY 
COMMITTED ITSELF TO THIS." POINTING OUT SOUTH AFRICA PAYS 
NO ATTENTION TO THE UN, HE CALLED THAT A STATE OF WAR AGAINST 
THE UN WHICH IN OTHER PARTS OF THE WORLD WOULD HAVE BEEN 
MET BY FORCE, SUCH AS IN KOREA AND THE MIDDLE EAST SUEZ CRI- 
SIS. HE HOPED THAT NEXT WEEK THE SC WOULD BRING MAXIMUM PRESSURE 
AGAINST SOUTH AFRICA. IF THE WESTERN MEMBERS DID NOT USE 
THEIR POWER TO MOVE THE SITUATION ALONG, AFRICAN COUNTRIES WOULD BECO 
ME 

MORE INVOLVED, AND HE DIDN'T DISCOUNT THE POSSIBILITY OF BLACK 
AGAINST WHITE, "WHICH WOULD BE MOST UNFORTUNATE." 

IN REPLY TO QUESTIONS, HARRIMAN DESCRIBED THE FOUR NONALIGNED 
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RESOLUTIONS (APARTHEID, INEQUITIES IN SOUTH AFRICA, ARMS 
EMBARGO, ECONOMIC SANCTIONS). ON ECONOMIC SANCTIONS, HE 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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STRESSED THAT THE RESOLUTION DOES NOT ASK GOVERNMENTS 
TO PROHIBIT COMPANIES FROM TRADE AND INVESTMENT, BUT CALLS ON 
ALL TO ENSURE THAT MAXIMUM PRESSURE IS BROUGHT TO ENCOURAGE 
THEM TO REFRAIN FROM THIS. HE WARNED THAT IF WESTERN STATES 
DO NOT USE THEIR LEVERAGE 

TO SOLVE THE PROBLEM, THEN AFRICAN GOVERNMENTS WILL BE FORCED 
TO TAKE MORE DIRECT ACTION. HE QUESTIONED HOW BRITAIN COULD 
CONSIDER A $4 BILLION INVESTMENT IN SA MORE IMPORTANT THAN 
NIGERIA, OR THE US INVEST S5BILLION AND NOT RECOGNIZE 
IT IS NOT IN ITS INTERESTS. HE NARROWED IT DOWN TO 
THE WEST CHOOSING BETWEEN NIGERIA AND SOUTH AFRICA. 

WHEN ASKED IF THE AMERICANS GO ALONG WITH ALL FOUR RESOL- 
UTIONS, HE SAID HE HAD CONSULTED ' ALMOST EVERYBODY" 

BUT THE WESTERN EUROPEAN COUNTRIES AND THE US WERE SO PRE- 
OCCUPIED WITH THEIR INVESTMENTS IN SA, PARTICULARLY THE UK, 

THAT THEY FAIL TO ACT BECAUSE OF THE WEAKNESS OF THEIR 
ECONOMIES. BUT TIME WAS COMING WHEN AFRICA WOULD STRIKE BACK. 
HARRIMAN CONTENDED THAT THE NONALIGNED HAD BEEN VERY 
MODERATE IN THE FOUR RESOLUTIONS, OMITTING AREAS PARTICULARLY 
DIFFICULT FOR THE NEW CARTER ADMINISTRATION TO ACCEPT. 

HE WOULD NOT ANTICIPATE HOW THE US MIGHT VOTE, BUT 
BELIEVED US POLICIES WERE CHANGING. IT THERE WERE A 
TRIPLE VETO AGAIN, "WE WILL LOSE CONFIDENCE IN THE GOODWILL 
OF THE USG AND IN THE UN," HE SAID. IT WAS EITHER A MANDATORY 
EMBARGO OR A SOLUTION BY THE CARTER ADMINISTRATION IN OTHER 
WAYS. HE STATED AMB YOUNG AND OTHER MEMBERS OF THE 
WESTERN GROUP HAD TOLD HIM THEY WERE TRYING TO COME UP WITH 
A DECLARATION SO THEIR GOVERNMENTS WOULD NO LONGER SELL 
ARMS TO SOUTH AFRICA. IN THE PAST, HE SAID, "WE TENDED TO 
BE CONDEMNATORY IN APPROACH TO RESOLUTIONS, "BUT THIS TIME 
THEY ARE FRAMED IN SUCH A WAY THEY ARE EASIER FOR THE WESTERN 
POWERS TO ACCEPT. "WE HAVE GREAT HOPES IN THE CARTER 
ADMINISTRATION... WE KNOW THAT THERE WILL BE CONSIDERABLE 
FORWARD MOVEMENT IN ALL THESE FIELDS," HARRIMAN CONCLUDED.

THE PREPARATORY SUBCOMMITTEE PROVISIONALLY AGREED MARCH 17 
THAT THE WORLD CONFERENCE TO COMBAT RACISM SHOULD BE HELD AUG. 
14-25. 1978, EITHER IN GENEVA OR NEW YORK. THE DATES WERE 
LEFT TENTATIVE TO ALLOW FOR READJUSTMENT SHOULD A GOVERNMENT 
OFFER TO HOST THE CONFERENCE. SYG REPRESENTATIVE SANON 
QUOTED ESTIMATES OF $489,250 FOR HOLDING THE CONFERENCE IN 
NEW YORK AND $521,100 FOR GENEVA. MARCH 18, ACTING CHAIRMAN 
REPORTED THAT THE SUBCOMMITTEE AGREED TO RECOMMEND: 

INCLUSION IN THE CONFERENCE DOCUMENTATION OF THE FINAL DOCUMENTS 
AND REPORT OF THE LAGOS WORLD CONFERENCE FOR ACTION AGAINST 
APARTHEID. AS WELL AS REPORTS OF HUMAN RIGHTS SEMINARS TO

CONFERENCE. DA COSTA LOBO (PORTUGAL) WAS ELECTED AS A VICE 
CHAIRMAN. 18. COMMITTEE OF 24 SUBCOMMITTEE ON SMALL TERRITORIES- 

REPRESENTATIVES OF FIJI, BULGARIA AND AUSTRALIA MADE STATE- 
MENTS MARCH 17 AS THE SUBCOMMITTEE BEGAN GENERAL DEBATE ON
